ALGERIA AND OTHERS WILL BE SATISFIED WITH PLATITUDINOUS APPEALS AT 
SPECIAL GA FOR GREATER INT’L COOPERATION TO SPEED PROCESS OF 
DEVELOPMENT WHILE ADEQUATELY SAFEGUARDING LEGITIMATE INTERESTS OF 
INDUSTRIALIZED WORLD. MAJOR HEADINGS OF ACTION PLAN ARE: BASIC 
ELEMENTS AND APPROACH; FUNDAMENTAL PROBLEMS OF RAW MATERIALS AS RE- 
LATED TO DEVELOPMENT; INT’L MONETARY SYSTEM AND FINANCING OF DEVE- 
LOPMENT OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES; TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY; REGULA-

IN AMB SCALPS RECENT DISCUSSIONS WITH REPS ALGERIA, EGYPT, 

ARGENTINA, PERU, MALAYSIA, NIGERIA, BRAZIL AND IRAN ALL INDICATED 
AGREEMENT ON DESIRABILITY UNDER ACTION PLAN OF DISTRIBUTION OF 
TASKS (STUDIES, CONSULTATIONS) TO ESTABLISHED UN BODIES AND AGEN- 
CIES, SUCH AS ECOSOC, UNCTAD, FAO, WFC AND IMF COMITE OF 20. 

THEY ALSO ACKNOWLEDGED VERY DISTINCTIVE AND SPECIAL ROLE THAT US, 

DUE TO ITS ECONOMY, WILL PLAY IN ANY DISCUSSION OF RAW MATERIALS 
AND DEVELOPMENT. AMB ORTIZ DE ROZAS (ARGENTINA) DESCRIBED USG'S

AND EUROPE WITH LEADERS OF NUMBER OF MEMBER STATES, OFFICIALS 
OF SWAPO AND OAU, AND REPS OF SPECIALIZED AGENCIEWS AND 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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NCO S. EARLIER, IN OPEN MEETING, COMITE HEARD REPORTS BY 
ZIMBA (ZAMBIA) ON GENEVA MEETING OF SUBCOMITE ON RACISM 
AND DECOLONIZATION AND BY MONTOYA (PERU) ON SOFIA MEETING 
OF WORLD PEACE COUNCIL. ZIMBA SAID IT HAD BEEN DECIDED ALL 
LIBERATION MOVEMENTS WOULD BE INVITED TO NGO INTERNATIONAL 
CONFERENCE ON DECOLONIZATION IN GENEVA IN SEPTEMBER AND WOULD 
BE ABLE TO PARTICIPATE FULLY; UN AGREED PROVIDE CONFERENCE 
ROOMS AT PALAIS, BUT QUESTION ON INTERPRETATION STILL UNDER 
CONSIDERATION. 

COMITE ON SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY FOR DEVELOPMENT- 

BY CONSENSUS, COMITE MARCH 18 (P.M.) ADOPTED REVISED DRAFT 
RES (L. 391/REV. 1) WHICH ASKED ADVISORY COMITE ON APPLICATION 
OF SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY TO DEVELOPMENT (ACAST) TO DRAW 
UP TWO LISTS OF PROBLEM AREAS FOR DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. ONE 
WOULD LIST AREAS OR OBJECTIVES OF RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT, 

AND OTHER WOULD BE LIST OF MORE GENERAL OR UNIVERSAL NATURE 
RELATED TO SPECIFIC PROJECTS. BYELORUSSIAN REP SAID HE 
ABSTAINED IN VOTE BECAUSE HIS GOVT'S POSITION UNCHANGED ON 
QUESTION OF MEASURING TARGETS IN FIELD OF SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY 
AND ON REPORT REFERRED TO IN DRAFT. SOVIET REP HAD RESERVATIONS 
ON FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS AND ON PROPOSED CONTENTS OF 
TWO LISTS. 

IN DISCUSSION OF ACAST MARCH 18 AND 19, CONCERN WAS EXPRESSED 
BY REPS MEXICO AND FRG ABOUT NEED FOG CLEAR CONCEPT OF 
RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN COMITE AND ACAST. PAKISTANI AND 
PHILIPPINE REPS CALLED FOR MORE ATTENTION TO ASIAN AND PACIFIC 
REGIONS, AND SYRIA AND EGYPT FOR CLOSER COOPERATION WITH 
ECWA. RESERVATIONS ON SYG'S PROPOSAL TO INCREASE ACAST 
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MEMBERSHIP FROM 24 TO 48 WERE EXPRESSED BY FRANCE, UK, JAPAN, 

BRAZIL, YUGOSLAVIA, ROMANIA AND NETHERLANDS. 

SEVERAL SUGGESTED ACAST SHOULD BE ALLOWED TO MAKE USE OF SERVICES 
OF EXPERTS ON SPECIFIC SUBJECTS, AND SOME BELIEVED IT 
SHOULD MEET ANNUALLY. JAPANESE AND AUSTRALIANS URGED ACAST 
TO LOOK AT PROBLEMS OF PARTICULAR CONCERN TO SPECIFIC REGIONS, 

SUCH AS THOSE AFFECTING SUDANO-SAHELIAN ZONE.
